It is recommended that the Board:

2. Adopt the attached resolution which would authorize the levy and collection of annual 

assessments for Tract 1747 Streetlight Assessment District for Fiscal Year 2016-17; and 

 
3. Direct the Clerk to file the approved resolution and exhibit with the County 

Auditor/Controller/Treasurer/Tax Collector (ACTT) no later than August 10, 2016. 
 
DISCUSSION 

 
Tract 1747 is a residential lot subdivision at the northeasterly corner of Thompson Avenue and 

Chestnut Street in Nipomo.  A streetlight assessment was established in 2013 for maintenance and 
operation of 16 existing streetlights. 
 

The Public Works Department is requesting continuance of the policy of collecting annual 
assessments on the tax roll.  This collection procedure is authorized per Section 22620 et seq. of the 

Streets and Highways Code and 6061 of the Government Code. 
 
The annual street lighting assessment for fiscal year 2016-17 for Tract 1747 Streetlight Assessment 

District, is established at $54.86 per Assessor’s Parcel Number.  This assessment includes a 
2.35% CPI increase based upon a previously authorized annual adjustment formula.  See table 

below.

Average   2.35% 
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Proposition 218, passed by California voters on November 5, 1996, added Articles XIIIC and XIIID to 
the Constitution of the State of California, and affects laws governing the subject assessment district.  

The public hearing will afford all property owners, listed on the attached report, an opportunity to 
present objections to the particular proposed charges.  The charges related to assessments were 

previously approved and do not represent new or increased charges; therefore, Proposition 218 does 
not affect collection of these charges. 
 
OTHER AGENCY INVOLVEMENT/IMPACT 

 

The ACTT’s Office collects the charges and places them on the property tax bills.  County Counsel 
has reviewed the subject resolution and approved it as to legal form and effect.  The Clerk publishes 
the notice of the hearing.  

 
FINANCIAL CONSIDERATIONS 

 
The recommended action will generate approximately $8,200 in revenue which, other than interest, 
will be the sole source of 2016-17 revenue in Nipomo Lighting District, Tract 1747 Streetlight 

Assessment District. 
 
RESULTS 

 
The recommended action will result in the continuation of the County’s past practice of collecting 

certain special district’s annual assessments on the property tax bills.  The revenue funds the cost of 
the health and safety issues that help to maintain the quality of life in these communities.
